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DR.  HENRY  T.  CAMERON  departed  from  this  life  at  Moses  Cone  Uemo- 
rial  Hospital  on  Friday.  April  14,  1995.

Dr.  McKinley  A.  DeShield,  Jr.  died  on  Feb.  9,  1997,  at  the 
Vencor  Hospital  in  Greensboro,  NC. 

He  was  born  in  Monrovia,  Liberia,  West  Africa,  on  Oct.  21, 
1938.  A  1956  graduate  of  the  College  of  West  Africa  (High 
School)  in  Liberia,  he  received  the  B.S.  degree  in  agronomy 
from  N.C.  A&T  State  University  in  I960,  cum  laude.  He  re- 
ceived the  M.S.  degree  in  agronomy  and  plant  physiology  from 
Cornell  University  in  New  York  in  1962.  He  then  received  the 
Ph.D.  degree  in  horticulture  from  Nottingham  University  in 
England  in  1967. 

Returning  to  Liberia,  Dr.  DeShield  served  as  Dean  of  College  of 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  at  the  University  of  Liberia  until 
1980,  when  he  left  for  the  United  States  as  a  result  of  a  military 
take-over  of  the  government.  He  resided  in  Greensboro,  and 
was  employed  as  Professor  of  Agronomy  at  N.C.  A&T  State 
University  until  his  death. 

He  was  married  to  Earlene  Wordsworth,  and  was  the  caring 
father  of  six  children.  He  was  a  man  of  many  achievements: 
scientific  researcher,  educator,  author,  musician,  and  a  world 
class  table  tennis  champion.
